Competition with the Foreigner. . 


The clue to tha avlution of the 
problem lies in Mr, Davies’ asser- 
tion that all the varied Interests of 
British farming heve fo be con- 
sidered. It remains to find out the 
most economical way in which this 
can be done. , 

. It must not be forgotten that 
economy Hes not only in the cost of 
any practical scheme, but in the 
amount of extra employment it 
will give. 

Changes Since the War. 

. With all due deference, it. seem3 
to the writer that Lord Astor's 
mistake lies in disregarding the 
plight of arable agriculture it- 
self, while rightly stressing the 
fundamental value of the livestock 
industry: and that Mr. Davies has 
made the mistake of considering 
wheat production to be the key to 


‘arable agriculture, and hence to all 


agriculture. 

For even under the extended 
acreage envisaged. by the wheat 
quota, the crop would probably not 
amount to more than 7 per cent, of 
the total of our agricultural pro-

duction. 

: Moreover, “such a scheme affects 
only the eastern counties of Eng- 
‘land, -and ignores the’ western 
counties and Scotland. That {s 
not tto say that ‘there ls no in- 
direct: help from.a thorough wheat 
policy. 

‘The president of the” Nationa) 
Farmers’ Union seems to aim at a 
restoration of the pre-war state of 
agriculture. But he ignores some 
of the profound changes that have. 
taken place. ° 

The old proverb, “Up korn, down 
corn,” would appear to Indicate 
that when cereal farming ia not a 
paying proposition, livestock steps 
in to carry the burden. This is to 
some extent true of our post-war 
era, when, incidentally, . tha con- 
verse has not-held true. High 
prices for cereals have led to 1 
‘neglect of fertility on- the ‘land in 
order to make present profits. 

It was in the greatest period of 
esta! prosperity since the '70's— 
that is, from 1924 to 1922 or 1928 
—that the 5,000,000 arable sheep of 
which Mr. Davies speaks largely 
disappeared. To some extent, it 
is true, the war was responsible for 
this, but by no means entirely. 

Thus easy profits in cereal grow 
ing may well lead to a neglect of 
arable livestock farming. ‘If thia 
is true under conditions of horse 
labour, it is more true now, owing 
to the improvements in mechanisa- 
tion which have taken place. One 
of the most serious public miscon- 


ceptions fs that in arable agricul. |
